are againſt Presbytery,it cannot be in-reaſon imagined,that a few vo-+ 
ting Punies, relying meerly upon Scottiſh Arms, ſhould be able to- 
trample down the fpirits of this our maguanimous. Nation for ever; 
but rather, that when they have ſmarted again: under Presbyterian- 
tyranny for a time, they may recolle& themſelves with ſo much cou- 
rage and ſuccefle, as will enable -them.todrive-away the Scots and 
their fation, and confine the laſt [cexe of war within the limitz'of 
_ Scotland, where it had its' Originall.. - 
Seventhly, though they may relie much upon a Party in the City, 
yet the Citizens eyes being well opened, to ſee that they have been

-} diſhonour unto their City, and deſtru&ion to their Trades, (which:

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_ \Laffly,' if it ſhontd fo happen, that the Scots play faſfe with his 
Majeſty, and drive borh him and the Independent party to extremity, it is 
Probable they may unite upon rea{#nable eonfiderations, and matua}l 
compliance betwixt both their intereſts : and then that Party being fors 
tified by an addition of the Royal, which(whereſoever it fides)brings 
in the afferons of 'the whole Kingdom, it is very pollible, the Scots 
.may not onely bedefeated in the hopes of that large Dominion,and 
thoſe golden mountains which they promiſed unto themſelves here, 
by an eſtabliſhment of Presbytery 3; but alſo-be forced to-pack home 
again, without ſo. much as one ſuperſtitious croſle, to requite them 
for the pains they have taken in the work of Reformation 5 and (per- 
haps) draw revenge upon themſelves, for all thoſe affronts and ins 
juries done unto. his Maj2y and the people of Exgland,and renew the 
old antipathy with perperuall enmity berwixt the Nations. 
__ Fromall whichzgive me leave to ſum up this Concluſion in a word, 
that the Scats have no way to reſtore an Intereſt again in this Nation, 
' but by waving the corrapt intereſt of Presbytery, and engaging abſo- 
lately for the Royal! Intereſt of his Majeſty, as the onely means cons 
ducing to the weal and benefit of both Kingdoms,
